REPORT  OP  THE  STEWARD  OP  THE  ALMSHOUSE. 


To  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  to  you  my  annual  report  in  relation  to  the 
alterations,  additions,  and  condition  of  the  Almshouse,  I  find  there  are 
still  some  farther  requirements. 

I  woirld  again  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  fencing,  which 
needs  much  repairing,  and  also  suggest  that  a  fence  be  placed  around  the 
burial-ground,  where  it  is  much  needed;  as  it  is  now  entirely  exposed, 
and  should  be  made  more  private.  Also,  a  new  roof  is  required  on  the 
bake-house. 

A  new  floor  will  be  required  in  the  clinic  room,  in  consequence  of  the 
joist  being  much  decayed,  thus  causing  the  circular  gallery  to  settle. 

I  would  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  necessity  of  drying  rooms 
in  connection  with  the  wash-houses,  which  could  be  constructed  one  story 
in  height  at  a  small  expense,  and  heated  by  the  steam  without  extra  cost. 

Sufficient  provision  for  improvements  and  repairs  was  made  in  the  esti¬ 
mate  of  expenses  for  1865,  in  the  items  of  repairs  and  lumber;  but  Coun¬ 
cils,  when  having,  the  matter  of  our  appropriation  under  consideration, 
thought  proper,  in  their  wisdom,  to  strike  it  out;  leaving  us  with  very 
limited  means,  as  there  is  also  considerable  plastering  to  be  done  in  the 
Insane  Department. 

I  would  also  remind  you  of  the  great  convenience  it  would  be,  to  have 
water-closets  in  the  Old  Women’s  Asylum  :  they  would  add  much  to  their 
comfort,  and  prevent  exposure  in  inclement  weather. 

I  The  repairs  in  the  Insane  Department,  made  necessary  by  the  falling  of 
the  floors  and  chimney  at  the  time  of  the  late  calamity,  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  with  the  exception  of  the  plastering,  which  is  now  being  attended 
to,  and  the  wards  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  a  short  time. 

Six  boilers,  for  heating  the  House,  have  been  placed  in  the  building 
formerly  used  as  a  wash-house,  which  has  been  altered  for  the  purpose. 

The  arrangements  for  heating  the  Hospital  and  Insane  Asylum  are 
nearly  completed,  and  we  find  our  expectations  are  fully  realized,  both  de¬ 
partments  being  sufficiently  warm. 

In  the  Old  Women’s  Asylum  and  Nurseries,  when  completed,  they  will, 
no  doubt,  be  equally  successful,  but  at  present  some  alteration  or  improve¬ 
ment  is  needed  to  carry  off  the  condensed  steam. 
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The  arrangements  in  the  Old  Men’s  Infirmary,  Out-Wards,  and  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Asylum,  remain  to  he  finished  during  the  present  year.  After  all 
is  perfected,  it  will,  with  proper  management,  be  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
extensive  and  successful  heating  apparatuses  in  the  country — a  building 
enclosing  fourteen  acres  of  ground,  all  heated  from  a  common  centre.

The  reports  of  the  Matron,  Superintendent  of  Manufactory,  and  other 
officers  of  the  institution,  show  a  large  amount  of  produce,  manufactures, 
and  other  labor,  performed  during  the  late  year,  and  that  proper  attention 
has  generally  been  given  to  their  respective  duties. 

With  the  exception  of  the  fever,  which  was  prevalent  in  the  Children’s 
Asylum  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  House  has  been  about  as  healthy 
as  formerly.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  table,  that  during  the  year  1864  there 
were  admitted  into  the  Insane  Department  of  the  Almshouse  364  Patients, 
of  whom  166  were  men  and  198  were  women.  These  added  to  the  num¬ 
ber  remaining  in  the  Institution  on  the  1st  of  January,  viz:  183  men 
and  851  women=534,  gives  a  total  of  898  patients,  who  were  under 
treatment  during  the  year,  of  whom  349  were  men,  and  549  were 
women. 

There  were  discharged  during  the  same  period  a  total  of  336,  of  whom 
147  were  men  and  189  were  women.  Of  these  132, — viz :  64  men  and 
68  women,  were  discharged  cured  ;  79 — viz  :  30  men  and  49  women,  were 
discharged  improved;  30 — viz  :  13  men  and  17  women,  were  discharged 
unimproved, ;  and  95 — viz:  40  men  and  55  women,  died. 
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As  compared  with  1863,  the  admissions  during  the  past  year  were  six 
more,  and  the  discharges  nineteen  less,  and  the  actual  increase  for  the 
year,  was  twenty-seven.

The  experiences  of  the  past  year  have  been  in  most  respects  very  simi¬ 
lar  to  those  of  former  years;  and  having  been  fully  detailed  in  previous  re¬ 
ports,  may  be  very  properly  omitted  here.  The  most  remarkable  occur¬ 
rence  of  the  year  was  the  sad  catastrophe  that  happened  on  the  20th  of 
July,  by  which  fourteen  patients,  and  an  assistant  nurse,  lost  their  lives. 
It  is  proper  in  this  report  to  place  on  record  a  full  account  of  this  accident, 
which  is  done  as  briefly  as  possible. 

At  a  little  before  six  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  the  20th  of  July,  the 
foundation  of  a  pier,  which  was  the  central  support  of  a  series  of  arches, 
which  upheld  a  chimney  stack  and  walls,  on  which  rested  the  joists  of  the 
second,  third,  and  attic  stories  of  a  tier  of  wards  in  the  transept  of  the 
women’s  portion  of  the  institution,  gave  way,  and,  without  the  slightest 
warning,  the  whole  division  wall  and  chimney  stack  fell  in  with  a  crash, 
burying  many  of  the  patients  in  the  ruins.  Of  these,  fifteen  were  killed 
outright,  or  died  very  soon  after  they  were  extricated;  and  twenty-five 
were  more  or  less  severely  injured,  of  whom  two  subsequently  died.  These 
two,  however,  can  hardly  be  said  to  have  died  of  their  injuries;  one  being 
eighty-nine  years  old,  and  very  feeble,  and  the  other  a  phthisical  case,  very 
far  gone  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  The  wards  in  which  the  accident 
occurred,  are  forty-five  by  forty-eight  feet  in  size,  and  the  wall  that  fell 
divided  them  through  the  centre. 

The  ward  on  the  first  floor  was  occupied  on  one  side  of  the  arches  as  a 
sitting-room  for  the  epileptic  and  idiotic  patients,  about  sixty  in  number; 
and  on  the  other,  as  their  dining-room,  and  that  of  the  colored  patients, 
about  thirty  in  number.  Breakfast  was  just  being  prepared;  and  if  the 
accident  had  happened  fifteen  minutes  later,  there  could  hardly  have  been 
less  than  seventy-five  killed  on  this  floor  alone.  As  it  was,  there  were  but 
thiee  killed,  one  of  whom  was  an  assistant  nurse,  and  a  few  slightly  bruised. 
Those  in  the  sitting-room  were  protected  by  the  joists  of  the  second  floor, 
which  fell  in  the  centre,  but  rested  against  the  outer  walls.  The  patients 
were  left  in  the  angle  thus  formed,  mostly  unharmed. 

The  ward  on  the  second  floor  was  all  used  as  a  sitting-room  for  eighty 
patients,  a  large  proportion  of  whom  were  carried  into  the  vortex,  and  several 
were  killed  and  wounded.  A  few  minutes  later  these  patients  would  have 
been  at  their  breakfast,  and  perhaps  every  one  escaped  being  involved  in 
the  catastrophe. 

The  ward  on  the  third  floor  was  used  as  an  infirmary,  and  was  occupied 
by  about  twenty-five  sick  and  infirm  women,  many  of  whom  were  in  bed. 
Nearly  all  these,  with  the  nurse  in  charge,  were  precipitated  to  the  first 
floor,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  killed  and  injured  belonged  to  this 
ward.  The  nurse  on  this  floor  escaped  most  miraculously  with  a  few 
bruises.  The  nurses  on  the  two  lower  floors  had  providentially  just  left 
their  wards. 
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The  attic  floor  was  occupied  as  a  sleeping  apartment  hy  the  washerwo¬ 
men,  scrubbers,  etc.,  and  they  had  just  gone  down.  It  is  remarkable  that 
so  few  were  killed  and  injured,  and  the  injuries  were  much  less  severe 
than  it  was  natural  to  expect.  The  only  fractures  were  a  clavicle  in  one 
case,  two  metacarpal  bones  in  another,  and  two  metatarsal  bones  in  a  third. 

I  had  thought  it  possible  that  so  sudden  a  mental  and  physical  shock 
might  have  a  favorable  influence  on  some  of  the  patients.  In  two  or  three 
cases  I  think  it  did,  for  a  time  at  least,  stimulate  the  mental  faculties,  but 
have  seen  no  evidence  of  permanent  good  resulting  from  it.  Very  singu¬ 
larly,  the  primary  cause  of  the  accident  dates  back  nearly  fifteen  years, 
when,  in  introducing  a  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus,  the  workmen,  in 
a  most  reckless  and  criminal  manner,  cut  through  the  solid  wall  in  the 
cellar,  which  upheld  the  central  pier  and  chimney  stack.  I  would  refer, 
however,  to  the  verdict  of  the  coroner’s  jury,  which  is  appended,  for  a 
circumstantial  account  of  the  causes  which  led  to  tire  accident. 

It  was  considered  best,  immediately  after  the  accident,  to  have  all  the 
women  patients  leave  their  wards,  which  were  in  close  proximity  to  the 
one  which  was  in  ruins.  This  caused  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  in¬ 
sane  women  to  be  huddled  together  for  nearly  a  day  in  a  small  yard,  with 
very  inadequate  arrangements  for  giving  them  food  or  drink;  and  yet,  so 
admirable  was  the  control  of  the  nurses  over  them,  that  but  two  or  three 
cases  of  excitement  occurred  during  the  day.  When,  at  night,  it  was  con¬ 
cluded  to  be  safe  for  them  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  building,  many  of 
them  were  very  reluctant  to  do  so. 

The  following  is  the  verdict  of  the  coroner’s  jury,  all  of  whom  are 
builders : — 

“  In  accordance  with  your  directions,  your  jury  have  carefully  examined 
the  building  known  as  the  Insane  Department  of  the  Blockley  Almshouse, 
the  scene  of  the  late  terrible  disaster.  We  have  heard  the  testimony  of 
the  witnesses  presented,  and  have  brought  our  best  judgment  to  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  case,  and  are  now  prepared  to  render  a  verdict,  first  giving 
a  statement  of  facts  rendered  to  us.  Part  of  this  institution,  occupied  by 
the  insane,  is  three  stories  in  height,  and  one  attic  story.  The  rooms  on 
each  story  are  about  twenty-one  feet  by  forty-eight  feet  in  the  clear,  di¬ 
vided  in  the  centre,  the  centre  pier  being  about  seven  feet  wide,  with  a 
chimney  stack,  about  five  feet  six  inches  wfide,  built  in  with  the  pier,  form¬ 
ing  together  a  depth  of  three  feet  four  inches,  with  arches  thrown  from 
centre  to  side  piers.  The  walls  are  built  on  these  arches  to  the  floors  above, 
and  upon  these  walls  the  floor  of  joists  rests.  The  whole  was  originally 
supported  in  the  basement  by  a  solid  wall. 

“  In  the  year  1819,  a  contract  was  made  with  Messrs.  Birkinbine,  Trot¬ 
ter  &  Martin,  to  construct  a  heating  apparatus.  In  performing  this  work 
in  the  basement,  the  centre  piers  and  chimneys  were  cut  entirely  through, 
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a  width  of  six  feet,  leaving  eight  inches  on  one  side,  and  four  inches  on 
the  other,  to  support  the  pier  above. 

“  The  condition  of  the  walls  under  the  piers  had  not  been  noticed  until 
within  the  last  three  weeks,  when  workmen  were  engaged  in  making  a 
different  arrangement  for  heating.  As  soon  as  it  was  noticed,  workmen 
were  employed  to  strengthen  the  foundation,  and  were  so  engaged"  on  the 
day  preceding  the  accident,  and  a  temporary  wooden  upright  was  placed 
under  the  pier  that  fell,  and  preparations  were  in  progress  to  build  a  solid 
wall  in  the  basement  under  this  pier.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  in  the 
minds  of  the  jury,  that  the  cutting  away  above  noticed,  was  the  cause  of 
the  wall  giving  way.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  preparations  made 
the  day  before  may  have  hastened  the  catastrophe.  Independently  of  this, 
the  pier  must  soon  have  given  way,  as  the  jury  noticed  a  settling  of  floors 
opposite  all  the  piers,  similar  to  the  one  that  fell.  It  is  only  a  matter  of 
surprise  it  did  not  happen  long  before. 

“  The  jury  cannot  but  condemn,  in  the  strongest  terms,  the  reckless 
manner  in  which  the  alterations  were  made  in  1849.  No  care  whatever 
appears  to  have  been  taken  to  examine  into  and  preserve  the  strength  ne¬ 
cessary  to  support  the  weight  of  the  walls,  piers,  and  flooring  above.  The 
jury  think  it  unnecessary  to  say  any  thing  in  relation  to  the  remaining 
portions  of  the  building,  as  the  Board  of  Guardians  have  taken  measures 
to  have  the  whole  establishment  examined  by  competent  persons,  and  have 
the  building  put  in  a  complete  and  secure  state,  so  as  to  avoid  in  future 
any  possibility  of  another  such  distressing  disaster.  It  is  proper  to  state, 
that  every  facility  has  been  afforded  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  in  fur¬ 
nishing  witnesses  as  required,  and  their  book  of  minutes  has  been  laid 
before  the  jury,  aiding  us  all  in  their  power  to  arrive  at  a  just  and  correct 
view  of  the  case  before  us. 

“  Having  made  this  statement  of  facts,  we  therefore  render  the  following 
verdict: — That  on  the  20th  day  of  July,  1864,  the  victims  of  the  disaster 
came  to  their  deaths  by  reason  of  injuries  inflicted  by  the  falling  of  the 
division  walls  already  noted,  together  with  the  floors  resting  on  said  walls; 
the  primary  cause  being  the  careless  manner  in  which  the  walls  under  the 
centre  pier  were  cut  away,  in  constructing  and  introducing  heated  appara¬ 
tuses  in  the  year  1849.

During  the  year,  an  entire  change  has  been  made  in  the  mode  of  heat¬ 
ing  and  ventilating  this  department.  The  improvement  has  been  very 
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great,  the  heat  being  much  more  equally  distributed  through  the  wards, 
and  the  ventilation  very  much  improved.  Another  advantage,  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  which  can  scarcely  be  estimated,  consists  in  the  removal  of  the  danger 
of  the  loss  of  life  from  explosion,  to  which  we  were  exposed,  while  the 
boilers  were  in  the  cellar  of  the  building, — and  from  fire,  from  the  twenty 
or  more  stoves  that  were  used  in  the  department,  but  which  are  now  dis¬ 
pensed  with. 

The  increase  in  numbers,  during  the  past  year,  was  twenty-seven,  being 
more  than  double  the  increase  of  the  two  preceding  years.  One  way  in 
which  this  increase  occurs,  consists  in  the  fact  that  our  city  lies  in  the 
highway  from  a  large  section  of  our  country  to  the  national  capital,  and 
this  institution  becomes  the  receptacle  of  a  class  of  insane  persons,  who 
fancy  they  have  some  special  mission  to  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  nation, 
or  other  persons  in  power  at  Washington,  and  who  are  arrested  by  the  po¬ 
lice  in  passing  through  the  city,  and  sent  here  for  safe  keeping.  Another 
class  comes  from  the  other  direction,  and  consists  of  discharged  soldiers, 
who  have  either  wandered  or  been  cast  off  from  the  army  in  a  state  of  men¬ 
tal  imbecility,  or  who  have  been  prematurely  discharged  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  hospitals  south  of  us. 

The  mortality  this  year  has  been  large,  having  been  much  increased  by 
the  catastrophe  of  the  20th  of  July.  We  have  had  no  special  sickness; 
but  the  number  of  decrepit  old  men  and  women,  and  of  persons  in  the  last 
stages  of  sickness  sent  here  to  die,  seems  to  be  annually  on  the  increase. 

I  am  still  of  opinion,  that  among  the  principal  wants  of  this  department, 
are  means  of  giving  the  patients  systematic  employment,  and  facilities  for 
out-door  exercise.  Something  has  been  done  toward  effecting  the  first  of 
these  objects  during  the  five  years  that  I  have  been  connected  with  the  in¬ 
stitution  ;  but,  as  yet,  only  a  beginning  has  been  made.  But  these,  and 
other  wants  of  the  institution,  have  been  dwelt  upon  at  considerable  length 
in  former  reports,  and  I  pass  them  by  this  year  without  farther  notice. 

For  six  months  of  the  year,  from  April  to  October,  Dr.  H.  W.  M‘Coy 
was  with  me  as  an  assistant  physician.  While  here,  he  labored  assidu¬ 
ously,  faithfully,  and  conscientiously,  to  promote  the  well-being  aud  inte¬ 
rests  of  the  patients,  and  it  was  with  very  great  regret  that  we  parted  with 
him.  He  will  ever  be  regarded  by  all  in  this  department  with  sentiments 
of  respect  aud  esteem.  J ust  before  the  close  of  the  year,  Dr.  William  II. 
Bartles  entered  on  duty  as  assistant  physician. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  Housekeeper,  and  Supervisor  of  the  Wards,  and  the  Nurses, 
and  other  officers  of  the  House,  have  performed  their  duties.  I  consider 
myself  fortunate  in  having  a  Housekeeper  and  Corps  of  Nurses,  who  de¬ 
vote  themselves  conscientiously,  earnestly,  and  with  Christian  fidelity,  to 
the  interests  of  patients  under  their  care. 
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Services  in  the  chapel  have  been  kept  up  regularly,  through  the  year, 
twice  a  week,  by  our  excellent  chaplain,  Rev.  E.  C.  Jones,  who  is  supported 
by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  persons  of  different  denominations.  We 
are  indebted  to  some  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  West  Philadelphia  for  aid  in 
singing  at  our  Sabbath  services,  and  for  their  kindness  in  getting  up  con¬ 
certs  on  two  or  three  occasions,  during  the  year,  for  the  benefit  of  the  pa¬ 
tients.  Through  the  kindness  of  friends  of  the  institution,  we  have  just 
secured  an  excellent  cabinet  organ,  with  melodeon  attachment.  I  hope 
soon  to  be  enabled  to  procure  a  piano. 

Our  Library  and  Reading  Room  have  been  kept  up  during  the  year, 
much  to  the  advantage  of  the  patients.  The  contributions  of  books  was, 
however,  quite  small  the  past  year. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  an  expression  of  my  obligations  to  the 
Committee  of  this  Department,  and  other  members  of  the  Board,  and  to 
Mr.  Henszey,  the  Steward,  and  Mrs.  Hugans,  the  Matron,  for  their  uni¬ 
form  courtesy,  assistance,  and  advice.

Gentlemen: — As  Out-Door  Agent,  having  charge  of  the  City  Office,  I 
respectfully  report,  that  the  usual  number  of  applications  for  advice  and 
relief  have  been  made  during  the  year,  ending  December  31st,  1864. 

In  that  time  I  have  had  issued  four  hundred  and  seventy-two  warrants  in 
Support  and  Bastardy  cases,  and  attended  to  having  them  prosecuted  in 
Court.  I  have  also  had  issued  seventeen  warrants  of  seizures,  which  I 
have  prosecuted  the  same.

REPORT  OP  RECORDING  CLERK. 


February  3d,  1865. 

To  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  Philadelphia  Almshouse : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  duties  of  Recording  Clerk,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Hospital  Department 
of  the  Alms  House  for  1864. 

During  the  year,  there  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  five  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifteen  (5,815)  cases;  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  (3,455)  'were  cured;  five  hundred  and  thirty-two  (532)  died;  and  five 
hundred  and  fifty-five  (555)  remained  in  the  wards.  A  large  number  of 
patients  have  also  been  prescribed  for  in  the  out-wards  ;  especially  upon 
the  female  side,  where  many  of  the  old  women  are  so  comfortable,  that  it 
is  with  great  difficulty  they  can  be  prevailed  upon  to  go  to  the  hospital. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  again  urging  the  removal  of  the  Children’s  Asy¬ 
lum;  not  only  on  account  of  advantage  to  the  children,  but  from  the  ne¬ 
cessity  for  more  room  in  the  hospital;  which,  at  this  time,  is  especially 
full.  In  many  of  the  wards  every  bed  is  occupied,  and  a  number  of  pa¬ 
tients  are  compelled  to  lie  upon  the  floor.  This  is  particularly  the  case  in 
the  female  venereal  ward,  which  has  more  than  doubled  its  population  in 
the  last  four  years.  In  I860,  two  hundred  and  fifty  cases  were  treated  in 
this  ward.  In  1864,  five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cases  were  treated,  or 
two  eleven-hundredth  times  as  many  as  in  1860.  It  is  much  to  be  re¬ 
gretted,  that  in  a  city  as  large  as  Philadelphia,  no  more  efficient  means  are 
adopted  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  spread  of  this  loathsome  disease. 

The  introduction  of  steam  as  a  means  of  heating  the  house,  adds  much 
to  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  greatly  to  their  security  against  con¬ 
flagration.  The  ventilation  will  also  be  very  much  improved.  Mr.  Sunder¬ 
land,  the  Engineer,  submitted  to  me  the  following  report: — 

“  The  amount  of  space  to  be  heated  is  four  buildings,  each  containing 
one  million  nine  hundi’ed  and  seventy-four  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
twenty  (4,974,720)  cubic  feet.  To  accomplish  this  object,  in  addition  to 
the  two  boilers  introduced  last  year,  four  more  tubular  boilers  were  added. 
These  six  boilers  are  considered  ample  to  warm  the  entire  institution,  the 
steam  being  conveyed  to  the  different  departments  through  four  inch  pipe. 

“  The  Insane  Department  is  warmed  from  coils  of  pipe  in  the  cellar, 
through  flues  constructed  for  heat  and  ventilation.  This  is  the  most  im¬ 
proved  manner,  and  has  made  the  entire  building  comfortable  during  the 
coldest  weather  of  the  winter.” 
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The  clinics  have  never  been  so  well  attended.  Though  the  new  clinic 
room  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  city,  yet  it  has  been  insufficient  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  large  number  of  students  in  attendance.  The  great  variety  of 
disease  presented,  and  the  able  manner  in  which  the  clinics  are  conducted, 
offer  opportunities  to  the  student  not  equalled  in  Philadelphia,  if  any  where 
in  the  United  States. 

Subjoined  is  a  report  from  Dr.  D.  H.  Agnew,  of  the  present  condition 
of  the  “Pathological  Museum;”  also,  a  report  of  the  cases  of  which  a  re¬ 
cord  has  been  kept  during  the  year. '  To  add  to  the  efficiency  of  our  fu¬ 
ture  record,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  to  your  Board,  that  five  stu¬ 
dents  be  admitted  to  the  wards  of  the  hospital  daily,  two  to  the  medical, 
and  one  to  each  of  the  other  wards,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  accompany 
the  physicians  in  their  visits  to  their  patients,  keep  accurate  notes  of  all 
cases  of  interest,  and  report  them  to  the  Recorder.  By  this  means  a  much 
more  extended  record  could  be  kept,  without  an  additional  expense  to  the 
institution.

*  Dr.  Ludlow  gave  this  name  to  a  class  of  colored  patients,  characterized  by 
the  following  symptoms. — viz  : 

Extreme  prostration;  Delirium,  in  some  cases  so  violent  as  to  require  tying  in 
bed;  dull,  heavy  expression  of  face;  Eyes,  suffused;  skin,  dry  and  cool;  Pulse,  soft, 
flickering  and  frequent;  Tongue,  moist;  Bowels,  constipated;  no  tenderness  over 
abdomen  ;  sub-saltus,  tendinum  excessive. 

This  fever  would  scarcely  be  confounded  with  Typhoid,  and  differs  from 
Typhus  in  the  want  of  any  appreciable  eruption;  in  invariably  having  a  cool  skin ; 
in  its  very  rapid  convalescence,  which  seemed  to  commence  almost  from  the  hour 
the  patient  entered  the  ward,  and  in  its  want  of  malignancy ;  not  a .  single  case 
proving  fatal. 

Treatment,  consisted  of  aperients,  Turpentine,  Quinine,  and  Mineral  acids. 
The  patients  were  nourished  by  milk  punch,  beef  essence,  wine  whey,  chicken, 
broth,  &c.

*  Dr.  Black  kindly  furnished  the  following  note  upon  the  treatment  of  Chronic 
Ulcers,  during  his  term  in  the  Surgical  Ward  : 

The  Surgical  Wards  containing  many  of  the  above  cases,  and  being  at  best  very 
tedious  and  slow  of  recovery  ;  it  was  determined  to  adopt  several  methods  of 
treatment,  in  order  to  test  which,  if  any  might  expedite  recovery. 

The  following  will  be  found  to  be  merely  a  resume  of  the  results. 

All  those  patients  upon  whom  perfect  rest  was  enjoined,  recovered  much  more 
rapidly  than  those,  who  were  allowed  to  move  around,  go  to  their  meals,  &c. 
This  is  well  illustrated  in  the  worst  cases,  when  the  patient  was  really  unable, 
from  physical  suffering,  to  leave  his  bed.  These  cases  made  a  more  rapid  and 
satisfactory  recovery  than  the  most  trivial  of  the  walking  cases.

The  bandage  was  found  to  assist  cases,  complicated  with  varicose  veins,  and 
those  cases  allowed  to  walk  around,  but  seemed  rather  of  disadvantage  to  patients 
without  above  complications,  when  kept  in  bed  with  elevated  limb.  Extra  diet, 
and  alcoholic  stimulus  appeared  greatly  to  assist  recovery,  the  patients  being 
without  exception,  I  believe,  broken  down  characters.  A  poultice  made  of  flax 
seed  or  elm  with  yeast,  instead  of  water,  proved  decidedly  valuable  in  bringing 
the  ulcers  to  a  living  point,  as  it  were  to  a  point,  at  which  we  could  commence 
with  cicatrizing  remedies.  If  the  ulcer  were  small,  and  very  slight  discharge,  an 
artificial  scab  of  lint  and  collodion  proved  a  pleasant  and  most  successful  remedy. 
This  anpeared  to  act  by  completely  excluding  air,  as  if  any  point  were  left  open,  it 
appeared  a  useless  dressing.  In  cases  where  the  granulations  were  not  too  ex¬ 
cessive,  and  the  ulcer  decidedly  kind,  the  citrine  or  red  precipitate  ointments, 
diluted  seven  times,  acted  beautifully  ;  and  I  may  add  especially  in  cases  of 
syphilitic  taint,  although  here  they  were  generally  aided  by  Iodide  of  Potassium, 
or  Mercury  pro  re  nata. 

If  granulations  were  very  active,  the  adhesive  straps  did  remarkably  well,  but 
especially  when  the  strong  Liq.  Ferri  Persulph.  was  applied  hy  brushing  over  the 
surface,  and  then  applying  straps  every  third  day.  The  results  justify  me  in  speak¬ 
ing  in  very  high  terms  of  this  method  of  treatment,  especially  in  cases  with  ex¬ 
cessive  granulating  action.  On  these  ulcers  the  Liq.  Ferri  Persulph.  did  not  seem 
to  act  powerfully  as  a  caustic,  but  appeared  to  act  as  a  powerful  astringent,  re¬ 
gulating  the  circulation  in  the  tender  vessels,  thus  keeping  inflammation  within 
proper  bounds;  for  it  appears  to  me  that  here  lies  the  true  secret  of  treating 
these  ulcers:  keep  the  inflammation  as  it  were  at  a  cicatrizing  point,  from  which 
point  it  is  very  apt  to  wander,  either  standing  aloof  and  allowing  the  parts 
to  die  without  an  effort  to  save  them,  or  attacking  so  impetuously,  as  in  the 
end  to  become  its  own  executioner,  involving  every  thing  in  common  ruin.  In 
those  ulcers  with  hard  fibrous  raised  edges,  and  some  often  intersected  with  bands 
similar  to  those  edges,  thus  causing  the  appearance  of  ulcers  within  ulcers,  I 
cannot  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  the  treatment  suggested  by  Dr.  Agnew,  of 
soakino-  the  ulcer  every  day  for  twenty  minutes  in  warm  water.  The  immediate 
improvement  was  most  marked  and  decided.  The  edges  immediately  commenced 
to  soften,  the  cupped  cavities  to  fill  out,  and  a  new  action  apparently  set  up  in  all 
the  contiguous  structures.  After  two  or  three  applications  of  the  warm  water, 
one  or  two  applications  of  Nit.  Silver  took  down  the  edges,  now  very  much 
softened,  and  after  a  few  more  days,  when  the  very  rapidily  growing  granulations

were  even  with  the  surrounding  tissues,  the  Liq.  Ferri  Persulph.  and  straps  were 
applied,  renewing  straps  every  three  days,  and  at  each  renewal  applying  the  iron. 
The  tendency  to  health  in  this  miserable  class  of  ulcers,  under  the  foregoing 
treatment,  was  truly  as  gratifying  as  it  was  surprising,  and  I  cannot  help  but 
mention  at  least  one  case, — Allen  Barber — Ulcer  reaching  around  lower  part  of 
leg,  enveloping  each  malleolus,  and  full,  as  it  were,  of  islands  of  fibrous  tissue ; 
edges  very  irregular  ;  the  surface  of  the  ulcer  presenting  a  very  irregular  and 
gorged  appearance  ;  very  painful,  and  discharging  a  great  deal  of  ichorous  mat¬ 
ter,  and  whole  leg  and  foot  hardened  and  enlarged  for  several  inches  around  ulcer, 
had  existed  for  years,  more  or  less. — Porter — Perfect  rest;  soak  in  warm  water 
twenty  minutes  every  day,  and  poultice  with  yeast  and  flaxseed.  In  about  one 
week  was  ready  for  straps  and  iron,  which  were  applied.  Soaking  also  at  each 
application.  In  six  weeks,  from  commencement  of  treatment,  the  man  was  nearly 
ready  for  discharge.  The  straps  appear  to  me  to  have  one  great  advantage,  and 
that  is  to  prevent  the  patient  from  handling  the  sore,  and  constantly  soaping  and 
washing  them,  and  depriving  them  of  all  matter  for  cicatrizing;  for  although  their 
lavations  are  apparently  few,  and  far  between,  they  appear  to  have  an  irresistible 
penchant  for  handling  and  soaping  these  loathsome  sores. 

In  three  cases  complicated  by  varicose  veins,  the  Vienna  paste  was  applied  to 
veins,  wdth  a  view  of  setting  up  inflammation  in  them  and  obliterating  them.  In 
one  case,  the  veins  were  obliterated  and  the  ulcer  very  rapidly  healed.  In  the 
other  two  eases,  the  veins  were  partially  obliterated,  and  the  ulcers  healed 
kindly.
